PRESIDING ELDERS’ REPORTS. 



Burlington District. 

. Dear Fathers and Brethren ; 

With pleasure I bring my fifth annual report of the Burl- 
ington District. The past year has been one of health and 
brotherly fellowship among pastors and people. The pastors, 
with two exceptions, have worked throughout the year faith- 
fully and well. Brother Robinson took work in the Puget 
' Sound Conference last November, contemplating a permanent 
relation with this Conference. He intends to transfer. A for- 
tunate supply is David;W. Witham at the Wayland charge. 
He has served most acceptably. He is recommended for ad- 
mission on trial. Brother A. M. Mahaffie, on account of the 
• ill health of his child, went early in August to the Southwest 
Kansas Conference. ^ ' 

The religious life of the churches has been well sustained. 
There has been one great revival, — the Sunday meetings at 
Fairfield. Moreover, there has been, among the people, an in- 
creased spiritual life. Considering many things to distract the 
minds of the people, pleasure-seeking, “love of money” and 
rapid changes in the status of communities, we are profoundly 
grateful for the maintenance of a fair degree of devotion 
among our members. 

Increasingly efficient are the superintendents of our Sun- 
day Schools and the teachers. Through special Sunday School 
Evangelism, notably that of Decision Day, many of our young 
people have made profession of religion and united with the 
church. Many people are amazingly stupid with regard to 
their younger children becoming members. Preachers and 
Sunday School officials must be diligent to the utmost in order 
to correct this mistaken notion. Most of our schools are or- 
ganized into missionary societies, read our literature and con- 
tribute to the benevolences of the church. 

The Epworth Leagues of the District are developing a 
form of spiritual life and service unprecedented since their or- 
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gianization. Dr. Cook, the District President, and Bro. La- 
Brock,, first Vice-President, have planned for a district visita- 
tion soon after Conference. They will emphasize Bible study 
and evangelism. 

I The disciplinary question, “Have the rules respecting the 

instruction of children been observed?” is partially answered 
by the organization and work of our Junior Leagues. 

- The aggressive work of the Woman’s Foreign and Wo- 
man ’s Home . Missionary Societies are stimulating to other 
church interests. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies are a valuable auxiliary in se- 
curing funds in needy places, 
f Our pastors have been fairly diligent in circulating our 

r periodical literature. There is yet much work to be done in 

I getting the members to read the Advocates. A larger list of 

I Epworth Heralds taken is reported this year. Whether or no 

I it is a result of the increased price of our official papers the 

I fact remains that there has been a decrease in the number of 

I readers of Advocates. 

The class meetings are not generally maintained. The 
I continuous storms of early fall and winter greatly hindered 

I revival efforts, particularly in the country places. Neverthe- 

I less, we are able to report between seven and eight hundred 

1 conversions and accessions. Suffice it to say that the spirit of 

I revival is marked throughout the District. No charge has been 

I lacking in accessions. The greatest increase to our member- 

I ship is that of First Church, Fairfield. Between forty and 

I fifty were converted early in the year in special meetings 

i conducted by Bro. Osborn. He and his workers, later, were 

I the forefront of the union services conducted by Mr. Sunday. 

I From these meetings there came three hundred more to this 

^ already large membership. Fairfield now stands first in Burl- 

J ington District in membership of church and Sunday School. 

Great credit is to be given Bro. Osborn for the material im- 
J provement and religious awakening. 

^ At no period within the past twenty-five years has the 

I Methodism of Burlington been so united and so aggressive as 
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at the present time. Our Burlington pastors have labored 
abundantly in every way to care for the large list of proba- 
tioners who were received from the union services of a year 
and a half ago. 

Our church properties, with one or two exceptions, are in 
good repair, well insured, and with no debt. Salem ehurch, 
through the persistent effort of Bro. Kight, the pastor, has de- 
creased her indebtedness of $1,600 to $600. The remainder 
will be paid by February 1st. The two country chapels of 
this circuit have been repapered and repainted. The transfer 
of Donnellson from this charge to the Mt. Pleasant West cir- 
cuit, will bring a decrease for Salem of forty members. 

The past year may be noted for the erection of two new 
church buildings and two new parsonages. A well arranged 
parsonage of seven rooms was completed in December at 
Yarmouth at a cost of $2,200, all paid or provided for. A 
modern house has been constructed at Wayland costing $3,000, 
with no indebtedness. The two new churches will soon be 
ready for dedication. At Ainsworth the old church was re- 
moved and upon the enlarged foundation the new building 
stands, to cost, when fully finished and furnished, $10,000. 
This beautiful edifice will afford ample accommodation for this 
church and Sunday School. We gratefully acknowledge the 
work of the pastor, Bro. Weigle, who has planned wisely. 

At Winfield a more pretentious church is in progress of 
erection. This church, planned after the Roman style of archi- 
tecture, is unlike in design any other in the Conference. The 
material being used is stone and St. Louis brick. It has a 
commodious basement. The auditorium and Sunday School 
room together will seat 1,200 people. The building will cost 
$20,000. This building will make Winfield one of the most 
desirable stations within the Conference. We desire to com- 
mend Bro. Ingham, the pastor, for his leadership in this build- 
ing enterprise. 

The aggregate increase in ministerial support this year is 
$1,900 ; the average cash salary is $925. The disciplinary 
financial plan has been adopted in almost every charge. The 
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benevolences have had careful consideration. The consolida- 
tion of benevolences has brought some confusion relative to 
equitable distribution. We shall be able to report an increase 
over last year in missions, Iowa Wesleyan University, and 
a noticeable increase in all the other benevolences. 

Without encroaching upon the sphere of Dr. Hancher, per- 
mit me to report respecting Iowa Wesleyan University, that 
the past year has been very prosperous, the outlook for the 
coming year hopeful. 

Two sessions of the District Conference have been held. 
Both were occasions of unusual spiritual interest and greatly 
profitable to all present. At the summer session held at Mt. 
Union two brethren were recommended for admission on trial : 
Bro. Witham and Bro. Fix ; a plan was devised for an evangel- 
istic campaign among the needy and more neglected parts. To 
this end a large tent has been ordered. Some work of this char- 
acter will be attempted through the co-operation of pastors 
immediately after Conference. 

In conclusion without further detail, I am pleased to re- 
port that in all the work of the year I have been loyally sup- 
ported by the preachers and laymen. To them is due credit 
for all material advancement and spiritual achievements. To 
them I express at this time my hearty thanks and my appre- 
ciation for the many favors shown to me personally. May the 
great Head of the church guide His Servants, still.

Keokuk District. 

In presenting this my fourth annual report of the Keo- 
kuk District, I wish to record my gratitude to God for His 
continued goodness to me; and, also, my appreciation and 
thanks to the pastors and people for the many kindnesses and 
co-operation received from them during the year just closing. 

At the close of the session of Conference last fall. Bishop 
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Daniel A. Goodsell assigned to each of the twenty-nine charges 
a' pastor, all of whom have continued faithful at their posts 
of duty until noAV, with one exeception, Rev. W. S. Moore, 
who was assigned to the Donnellson Circuit, and who resigned 
his work early in the year. For ten Sabbaths the charge was 
supplied in a most satisfactory manner by Prof. George L. 
Minear. On March 1st, Aaron T. James, a student at the 
Boston School of Theology and a probationer in this Confer- 
ence, was secured for the charge, and has done very efficient 
service. 

Death has invaded the homes of two of our pastors and 
taken loved ones. Brother and Sister Jones of Bonaparte, and 
Brother and Sister Field of Santa Fe Avenue, Ft. Madison, 
have each been called to mourn the loss of a precious little boy. 

The year has been one of a good degree of prosperity in 
all departments of church work. 



REVIVALS: The spirit of revival has been very marked 
in most of the charges, resulting in the quickening of the 
membership, and in the conversion of numbers of awakened 
sinners.

At our recent District Conference, a permanent committee 
on District Evangelism was created, with instructions to se- 
cure an evangelist who will spend ten months of the year in 
evangelistic meetings during the coming year, in the most 
needy parts of the district, said evangelist to be under the di- 
rection of this committee, and subject to the pastor with 
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whom he may be working. The District guarantees one-half 
of the salary of the evangelist on the pro rata basis of the 
pastor^s salary, the cost not to exceed $1000 and expenses. 
From this united movement we are expecting large results. 

BUILDING AND IMPROVING: This year has been one 
of material advancement. At Bonaparte a new and commod- 
ious parsonage has been erected at a cost of $900. The old 
debt on the parsonage at Donnellson, of $663, has been fully 
met.- At Exline the parsonage built three years ago, being 
too small, was sold, and a larger and more conveniently lo- 
cated house was bought at a cost of $1100. The Santa Pe 
Avenue church has been refrescoed, repainted and recarpeted, 
the parsonage debt paid off, and cement walks laid in front 
of and within the grounds at a cost of $1119. The church at 
Milton has been repainted at a cost of $210. The parsonage 
property at Montrose has been greatly improved, adding much 
to the comfort and convenience of the pastor and family, at a 
cost of $300. The church at Moulton has been frescoed and 
a new heating plant installed, adding very much to the beauty 
and comfort of the building, at a cost of $400. The church 
at Mystic was struck by lightning, making repairs necessary, 
and the. building, having become too small for the congrega- 
tion, will, by decision of the church, be enlarged. Plans have 
been secured, and work of raising subscriptions is now in 
progress. The parsonage has been improved, adding to its 
convenience and to the pastor’s comfort. The church at 
Pulaski has been rebuilt and enlarged, making it one of the 
most beautiful and comfortable church buildings in the Dis- 
trict, at a cost of about $3,000. The building is fully paid for, 
and a heating plant and piano provided for. Total value $4,000. 
The building was dedicated August 4th, Rev. Jay W. Somer- 
ville preaching and managing the finances. Great credit is 
due the pastor. Rev. W. B. Ireland, who was unceasing in his 
labors, working with the men on the building, as well as 
managing the finances of the enterprise. At -UnionviUe, the 
parsonage has been repainted and repapered and a splendid 
barn built, all at a cost of $250. Brother J. W. Carson, the 
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pastor, and Brother Ireland worked with their own hands in 
the erection of these respective enterprises. Minor improve- 
ments have been made in various ways on church and parson- 
age property, mention of which cannot be especially made 
owing to lack of space. 

The two great enterprises of the District are at Center- ? 

ville and Keokuk. At Centerville, Rev. W. H. Perdew has "l 

proved to be the right man in the right place to follow up the 
resourceful, diligent and painstaking labors of Rev. W. P. 

Stoddard, under whose supervision was erected one of the most 
beautiful and commodious churches and parsonages in south- 
eastern Iowa, at a cost of $50,000. The church debt, which at n 

the dedication one year ago in June, was $21,000, has been re- 
duced to less than $13,000, with more than enough on sub- 
scriptions, if collected, to liquidate the entire debt. The church 
is growing in membership, having added over 70 to its num- 
ber this year. 

At Keokuk, the pastor. Rev. J. W. Lambert, has been 
abundant in labors. For the past three years the city of Keo- 
kuk has been the storm center of the Iowa Conference. From 
the time that Bishop W. F. McDowell, at the almost unani- 
mous request of both the old Quarterly Conferences united 
Chatham Square and First Church, the world, the flesh and the 
devil, and some of the good but misdirected people of Keokuk, 
have left no stone unturned to defeat the enterprise. But 
thanks to our God and the loyal, faithful membership of both 
Chatham Square and First Church, led on by such leaders as 
Rev. I. 0. Kemble and Rev. Latham Ingham, under whose 
joint pastorate the churches were united, and the present great 
hearted pastor. Rev. J. W. Lambert, under whose leadership 
the work has gone slowly but steadily on. August 11th, 1907, 
will ever be memorable in Keokuk Methodism, for that was 
the day the corner stones of the new Trinity Methodist Epis- 
copal Church were laid, and upon those stones (for there were 
two of them) is fast rising a most beautiful and imposing build- 
ing. It is located in the heart of the city, is of stone and vit- 
rified paving blocks, modern in all its appointments, and will

seat, with extra chairs in aisles, 1500 people. The entire day 
was given over to the corner stone laying, the principal 
speakers being Rev. Claudius B. Spencer, D. D., and Rev. J. 
Wesley Potter. Morning, afternoon and evening vast throngs 
covered the site of the new church (which was covered with an 
awning) and filled the adjacent streets. At 2:30 p. m. the 
corner stones were laid, on one of which was engraved 
“Trinity M. E. Church, 1907,” and on the other, “Jesus Christ 
Himself, the Chief Corner Stone.” This last was the gift of 
an outsider, H. R. Miller, whose grandfather and father were 
Methodist ministers, and this stone is a memorial to them. 
The walls are up to the square, and to date every dollar is 
paid, and we have cash in the bank to make the next pay- 
ment. The building, when completed, with the grounds and 
furnishings, will cost about $40,000. 

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION: The cause of Christian 

education holds a large place in our hearts and we rejoice in 
the continued improvement of the buildings and grounds of 
the Iowa Wesleyan University. We are confidently expect- 
ing an increase this year in both students and collections for 
the University. 

PERMANENT FUND: We are greatly pleased to learn 
of the continued interest shown in the Permanent Fund for our 
Conference Claimants, and we heartily congratulate the Finan- 
cial Secretary, Rev. R. L. Patterson, on the success attending 
his labors. 

GRAHAM HOSPITAL : Graham Hospital at Keokuk, and 
under the control of the W. H. M. Society, has had a year of 
prosperity, and it, being the only benevolent institution within 
the bounds of the Conference, should receive our patronage. 

BENEVOLENCES: The pastor’s reports will show, I 

think, a healthful growth in the offerings for the great benevo- 
lent causes, but I leave their report to reveal the amounts. 

DISTRICT GATHERINGS: Two very helpful District 

Conferences, one Epworth League convention, one each of the 
W. F. M. Society and W. H. M. Society have been held during 
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the year, showing increasing interest and growth in these de- 
partments of church activity. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS : The enrollment of the Sunday 
Schools within the District is about equal to the number of 
members in the chimch ; but it is a great problem in the country 
charges to maintain the Sunday Schools. The crying evils in 
the country are Sunday visiting and Sunday base ball, which 
are practiced to an alarming extent, making it out of the ques- 
tion in many communities to get the people to attend church 
and Sunday school.

Muscatine District. 

I have the honor to present my sixth annual report of 
Muscatine District. My health- has been excellent and- also 
that of the pastors and their families, with but few exceptions. 
Brother H. I. Rutledge has thought best, owing to continued 
ill health, to ask for a supermunerary relation, and to take 
a -year’s rest with the hope that change of climate and occu- 
pation may restore him to his normal physical strength. 
Brother Brinton was somewhat disabled for a time, but with 
improved health has decided to continue in the work. We 
have been greatly disappointed in our work at Kalona. 
Brother A. C. Spencer was appointed to that charge at last 
Conference. He moved to Kalona but did not unpack his 
goods and soon resigned to take up work in Missouri. I 
had great difficulty in finding a supply. Finally in January 
I secured the services of J. G. Eberhart of Illinois, who served 
for about six months and then resigned, leaving all the work 
of collecting benevolences and closing up the work of the year 
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. for the Presiding Elder to attend to. Also Blue Grass has 

- given us its usual amount of trouble to supply with a pastor. 
I finally succeeded in getting Brother Behrens, Pastor of the 
German M. E. church in Davenport, to supply a part of the 
work. Owing to the lack of proper support for a pastor, Blue 
Grass is a serious problem to manage. We have done the best 
we knew how. With these exceptions the pastors have all 
done faithful work, have done their best to build up the 
work. A number of the charges have been blessed with ex- 
cellent revivals. Our reports show that 431 have united with 
the church on probation. The larger number of accessions 

, have been at Marengo, 93; Keota, 46; Muscatine, 52; Webster 
circuit, 30; Washington, 34; Oxford, 34; Sweetland, 36; West 
Chester, 26; West Liberty, 24; Muscatine circuit, 21. Nearly 
all of the charges have had revivals with some addition to 
f the church. 

Neither have we been negligent in the improvement of 
, our church property. Largely through the generosity of 
Sister Ward at West Liberty, a splendid improvement has 
been made on the church, costing $10,725.00. At West Chester, 
the old parsonage was sold and a new one has been built at 
. a cost of $2,866.00. They now have a beautiful home for the 
. pastor. Then in fresco, painting, furnace, cement walks, new 
Hymnals, etc., a number of the churches have been improved 
and beautified. Washington has expended $720.00; North 
English $314.00; Muscatine $718.00; Lone Tree $340.00 and 
paid . a ; debt of $90.00 ; Nichols circuit has paid a debt of 

- $425.00 and improved $38.00 ; Keota $345.00 ; Amish $117.00 ; 
Muscatine circuit $94.00. Sundry improvement at West Lib- 
erty $250.00. A new church enterprise is in progress at 
Sharon appointment on Kalona circuit. 

, - Total in improvements and debts $17,124.00. All of our 
. church property is practically out of debt. And generally in 
, a good state of improvement. 

We have had two sessions of the District Conference and 
\one of the jEpworth League. The Woman’s Foreign and Wo- 

- man’s H^e Missionary Societies have had their usual gather- 
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ings and in a number of the charges are actively engaged in ^ 

work. Our Ep worth Leagues in nearly all of the charges are 
doing good work, some of them are especially helpful in | 

church enterprises. Sunday Schools have been receiving | 

special attention, and are generally in a vigorous, active, pro- | 

gressive condition. The school at Washington, under the 
superintendency of Brother S. W. Neal, reports an enrollment % 

of 1,200 scholars. Prayer meetings and class meetings are 
not forgotten, though there is large room for improvement, 
especially in the attendance at class meetings. Our Sunday 
School patronizes almost exclusively publications authorized ^ 

by our church. We are taking Sunday School Advocates ^ 

1,153, Class Mates 797, Journals 336. 

We still have to regret that our church papers are not I 

being read by our people as much as they ought to be. 275 | 

Advocates are taken, 337 Epworth Heralds. The Ladies’ p 

Aid Societies in many charges have done excellent work and f 
deserve special praise for their dilligence. Special attention | 

has been given to the benevolent enterprises of the church | 

and we confidently expect to hear of an increase in the aggre- | 
gate if not in all the collections. It is with pleasure we note | 

that while our predecessors did well we have been able to | 

excell them in the aggregate collections since my admisistra- 
tion on the District. The minutes of 1901 report an aggre- 
gate of $7,153.00 for all the collections and in 1906, $9,845.00 
increase $2,692.00. 

For 1901, the aggregate support of pastors was $18,320.00, 
in 1906, it was $20,794.00, an increase of $2774.00, we hope to 
show a farther increase for 1907. 

During my administration we have expended on build- 
ing and improvements $58,085.00 and an old indebtedness 
$10,845.00. We have been endeavoring to keep the people 
in each pastorial charge interested in the work and progress 
of the Iowa Wesleyan University and always rejoice in , 
every advance taken in its interest. 

We have endeavored to work in harmony with the agent 
- of our Permanent Fund and heartily, approve of his earnest 
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efforts and diligence in prosecuting his work among us. We 
have only the heartiest commendations for the Christian con- 
duct and brotherly bearing of Brother R. L. Patterson and 
rejoice at the success with which he has met. 

And now, Brethren, as I present this, my sixth and final 
report of the work on Muscatine District, I desire to express 
my profound gratitude to our Heavenly Father for his sus- 
taining grace and kindly dealing with me. Also I desire to 
express my most earnest thanks to the entire membership of 
the church within the hounds of the District and to every 
pastor with whom it has been my privilege to work, for their 
universally kind treatment of me during the entire term. 
And I want here to express my special thanks to the pastors 
of the District for the valuable and valued token of their ap- 
preciation and kindly feeling toward me in the present placed 
in my hands a few days ago. I do not fiatter myself with 
the thought that all my decisions and actions have been of 
the wisest character. Indeed, I am too conscious of many 
mistakes that have been made, and I here ask pardon for all 
mistakes. My most earnest prayer is for the greatest pros- 
perity possible for every charge in the District and for the 
greatest happiness and usefullness of every Brother Pastor 
with whom I have been privileged to associate.

Oskaloosa District. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

At the close of the last session of the Conference every 
charge in Oskaloosa District was supplied with a pastor ex- 
cept Taintor. After six months of effort, James Priestnal was 
secured as pastor. About June 1st, C. E. Fitzsimmons tender- 
ed his resignation as pastor of Ewart Ct. and without delay 
Fred A. Smith, a student of Iowa Wesleyan, was secured to 
finish the year. H. W. Munster having been elected 
to the Chair of Latin in Iowa Wesleyan, resigned the pastor- 
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ate of Kellogg Ct. July 15th, and R. Breeden, a supernumer- 
ary member of the conference, has completed the year. 

SICKNESS, DEATH: Our parsonage homes have been 

spared the sorrow of death this year and in none has their 
been any prolonged sickness. However, James A. Roovaart, 
who was granted a supernumerary relation one year ago and 
who ‘spent the five years of his ministeral life within the 
bounds of this District, has been called to his reward. Going 
to southern California immediately after Conference , he 
steadily failed until on January 3rd, he passed away full of 
faith and joy. Cultured, devoted consecrated he served well 
the Master for a brief period and has left behind him a name 
rich in the memory of kindly words and deeds. 

EVANGELISM: Generally speaking the pastors have 

been diligent in evangelistic efforts and we have witnessed 
great revivals in this District. Conversions have been reported 
from each charge and in all except five the pastors have acted 
as their own evangelists. The summer tent campaign has 
been under the immediate management of C. H. Myers, and 
has resulted in some good meetings at Reasoner, Beacon and 
Tilton. 

MEMBERSHIP: Unless there has been an unusual num- 
ber of removals, the pastors^ reports ought to show a decided 
increase in the totals. However, in some of the charges there 
has been a wholesome prunning of church records, which is 
bound to make some difference in our total numbers. One 
pastor reports 57 withdrawals. 

CLASS-MEETINGS: The Class meeting is still living 

actively among us and exists with more or less power in nearly 
every charge. We listened in one Quarterly Conference re- 
cently to 15 written reports from Class-leader reports that 
would delight this Conference if they could be repeated here. 

EPWORTH LEAGUE: I know of no material change in 
the condition of the Epworth Leagues in this District. Pos- 
sibly a few new Leagues have been organized and some have 
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ceased to exist, so that the number remains practically !the 
' same as one year ag^o. A very helpful District League conven- 
tion was held in Oskaloosa Central church in June. 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS : There seems to be a slight increase 
in the attendance of our Sunday Schools as reported in the 
Fourth Quarterly Conferences. Our greatest need remains as 
ever — more competent teachers. 

BENEVOLENCES: In nearly four-fifths of the Quarter- 
ly Conferences, reports have been made indicating an increase 
in our denevolences over last year. In a few charges it will 
be very large. 'It is hard to believe that the failure to meet the 
full equitable apportionment lies in the lack of financial abil- 
ity, but rather that our people do not adequately get 'hold of 
the splendid literature being issued from our Missionary of- 
fices demonstrates that whenever the- people fairly get the 
facts, they more freely respond. During the year the Mis- 
sionary Society received through Dr. J. C. W. Coxe from the 
estate of his late wife, Zerilda A. Coxe, the sum of $13,304.41 
for the purpose of erecting a Boys’ School at Eareilly, India, 
and from the same estate the sum of $95.00 was turned to the 
work of the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education Society, 
all of which speak of the intelligence and consecration of this 
truly saintly woman. 

IOWA WESLEYAN : The order of the Conference of 
one year ago, lying emphasis upon the Educational Collection 
for Iowa Wesleyan, has been reasonably carried out and the 
result promises to be wholesome when all reports are made. 

' BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS: No new buildings 
have been begun or completed this year. On a number of 
churches and parsonages improvements have been made, which 
put our church property in a good condition all over the Dis- 
trict. The aggregate expenditure will approximate something 
like $5,000.00. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT: The amount promised at the 
beginning of the year for ministerial support is the same as 
promised last year. The deficiencies one year ago were pain- 
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fully humiliating, although not quite so bad finally as the 
Year-Book shows. It has been a constant aim this year to 
avert the same result. In some of the charges the methods of 
paying the pastor are so slow that it is impossible to get the 
facts in time for this report. Hence, no attempt is made to 
give figures here as to any of our District work and plans, and 
for all of these the reader is cited to the statistical table.' 

DISTRICT CONFERENCES: Two good District Confer- 
ences were held during the year, one at Lynville in November, 
and the other at Beacon in June. 

CONVENTIONS: ' The Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety and the Woman’s Home Missionary Society have each 
held enthusiastic conventions at Pella and Newton, re- 
spectively. 

SPECIAL WORK: During the year some special work 
has been done. Last fall. Miss Alice Robertson of Chicago was 
secured for a ten days’ campaign in the interest of the Deacon- 
ess work of the church. Everywhere that she went the people 
were delighted and much good was done. Following the 
Conference Missionary Convention in Ottumwa, Dr. Walker of 
China spent a week among our churches to the great profit 
of all who heard him, and Mrs. Ward of India was with us 
19 days. She did much good. The offering taken by her for 
her William Butler Memorial Hospital in India will amount 
to about $1,200.00. She was a great inspiration to our people 
and her work among us ought to show abiding results for 
missions. 

PERSONAL: Of my own work, there is little to be said. 
In the beginning of the year an enforced rest of seven weeks 
was a great annoyance. Since then I have tried to meet every 
responsibility and obligation. How well it has been done, 
others must say.

Dear Brethren: 

When our . Conference adjourned, on the tenth day of 
last September, all the charges of this District, save one, 
were provided with pastors, and with the exception of two 
these have remained with their appointments through the 
year. 

I believe, a more loyal and efficient body of preachers 
never manned the charges of any District in Methodism. “We 
be brethren,” and through the year we have been permitted 
to know “how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell' together in unity. ’ ’ For these men the laity have not 
given me one unkind criticism; but many expressions of love 
and appreciation. Without an exception, these pastors have 
lived above reproach and proven worthy ensamples to the 
flock of Christ. 

MINISTERIAL CHANGES: M. T. Butterfield, a local 

preacher, appointed to supply at Durham, was unable to ac- 
cept the work. We were able, a little later, to place J. W. 
Stine, a student in the Iowa Wesleyan University, in charge. 
Under God, Brother Stine has given Durham Ct. a future. 

In February, C. L. Starr, wlfo was serving his third year 
in Martinsburg charge as a supply, resigned his work and 
moved to South Dakota. We were fortunate in securing R. 
V. Pike, a local preacher, to finish out the year. Brother Pike 
has done good service. 

PROGRESS: We are glad to report another general ad- 
vance. Reports from the field show more than eleven hundred 
conversions and several hundred accessions during the year. 
Among the charges reporting the largest number of conver- 
sions are Knoxville, Albia, 1st Church Ottumwa, Lovilia and 
Brighton; while all our pastors have reported more or less 
conversions and accessions. 

In property improvement we mention as follows: Soon 

after Conference, the Willard St. Church Ottumwa, enlarged 
and beautified at a cost of some three thousand dollars, was 
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re-opened by Dr. Iliff.' It proved a blessed occasion and cul- 
minated in a financial victory. 

The church at Martinsburg, completely remodeled, was 
rededicated in October by Dr. J. W. Somerville of .this Con- 
ference. These improvements represent a cost of $2700.00, 
which is practically paid. Rev. C. L. Starr and his loyal people 
deserve great credit. 

The' beautiful new church at Salem, on the Kirkville 
charge, was completed and dedicated in early spring. It is 
valued at near $4000.00 and was a large undertaking for so 
small a class. What was lacking in numbers, however, was 
made up in the devotion and zeal of the people. 6n the 
morning of dedication we asked for $700.00 to cover all in- 
debtedness and they responded with nearly $1100.00. 

At Farson, on the Highland and Farson charge, the pastor 
is happily settled in a neat, new parsonage, costing complete 
$1000.00. This in addition to their new church at that place 
makes a fine property. At the country point on this charge 
subscriptions are being taken for a new church. 

Last fall, our little class at Blakesburg lost their church 
by fire, but with the characteristic bravery of that pastor and 
his people, they at once began to plan for a new building. 
The contract was let in June and they hope to take posession 
before cold weather. This enterprise will cost near’ $2500.00. 

At Lovilia, a committee has under way for a new church 
which will be a credit to our growing Methodism in that place, 
■ The pastor reports 135 accessions this year on that charge. 

We append other items of church and parsonage improve- 
ment with approximate cost as follows:

/ Kirk'ville, additional lot adjoining parsonage grounds, to- 
gether with improvements on church and parsonage property,

' In addition to the above, nearly all of the seventy-nine 
societies^ within the District have expended more or less in 
improvements. 

DISTRICT CONFERENCES: Two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference were held this year. One at Albia in October 
and one at Brighton in July. Both sessions were well attended 
and were seasons of grace. It was voted to hold but one ses- 
sion next year and that, in connection with a Ministerial Insti- 
tute or School of Methods. Plans are developing for a prof- 
itable time. ^ 

SUNDAY SCHOOLS: Several new schools have been or- 
ganized and we expect an increase in the total reported en- 
rollment. A considerable number of conversions have occur- 
red among our youth. All our schools are supplied with our 
publications'.,

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EP WORTH LEAGUES: This institution is an important 
factor in the development of the spiritual and devotional life 
of our young people. In my present relation to the League, 
I have come to appreciate it more and more as I see its real 
value. The District League Convention was held at Sigourney 
in June. Its program was strong and practical. Dr. Iliff was 
present with his usual inspiration and his splendid address 
will long be remembered. 

LADIES’ AID SOCIETIES: These societies are making 
j possible many good things within their respective churches, 

f I In nearly all church and parsonage improvements their con- 

secrated hands are visible. They have raised and applied in 
this way more than $3000.00 this year. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT: At the beginning of the 

year, quite an advance was made in ministerial support, and 
I the reports will show little if any deficiencies. I have en- 

deavored to inspire our laymen with the idea of every appoint- 
i ment paying its pastor in full and they have responded most 

nobly. 

BENEVOLENCES: Our- large increase in benevolences 
I last year, made an advance for this year appear a little doubt- 

ful; but I am glad to report that the District has more than 
] held its record of a year ago. There will be a good advance 

1 1: shown in some reports and I trust some advance in all. Our 

pastors have diligently applied themselves to this end. 

IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY: This splendid insti- 
tution is constantly growing in the regard and sympathetic 
appreciation of the preachers and laymen of this District. I 
do not know of a pastor in my District who is not its loyal 
representative. Many of our young people, I find, are includ- 
ing it in their plans for future education. The Educational 
collection will show an advance this year, over our 115 per 
cent of last year. 

OUR PROPERTY TITLES: A campaign of perfecting 

titles for all our properties was begun with our third round 
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of Quarterly Conferences. The undertaking was laborious 
and led to some embarrassing surprises. We now have good 
titles to nearly all our properties and they are on record. 

OUR PROBLEMS: Our “country-church” problem, of 

which we made mention in our report last year, is being solved 
in part by a vigorous and thorough campaign of pastorial vis- 
itation. Numerous non-church-going families have been dis- 
covered, many of them new-comers. These are being visited 
and invited to our churches. In places, there has been quite 
a response. 

The map of the western part of this District is constantly 
changing, owing to the transient character of the mines and 
their thousands of miners. The railroads are thrusting their 
spurs in all directions and camps and towns follow. This con- 
dition of things requires frequent changes in the plan of 
charges, causing embarrassments. Oh, for a few hundred dol- 
lars, to assist in maintaining pastors in these centers. Splen- 
did inviting fields, in which to do the Christ work. We are 
asking and trusting for the necessary aid. 

IN CONCLUSION : A second year has passed into history 
since we began our District work, and God has been abundant 
with His mercies. Our slogan for the year has been, Every pas- 
tor’s claim paid in full, all the Benevolences met in fuU and 
hundreds of souls for Christ. We have not accomplished all 
we hoped for, nor have we seen the full measure of results 
our hearts have craved; but we lay down the results of the 
year at the feet of Him who hath called us, in this conscious- 
ness, that we have done our best.

- ; ON EDUCATION. 

Committee of Education, Freedman’s Aid and Sunday Schools 
submits the following report: 

. Pursuant to the order of the General Conference and the 
action of the Commission on the Consolidation of Benevolences, 
the work hitherto accomplished by the Board of Education, Freed- 
man’s Aid and Southern Education Society and Sunday School 
Union and Tract Society is henceforth to be carried on under 
the organization known as the Board of Education, Freedman’s 
Aid and Sunday Schools, this action taking effect January 1, 1907. 
It is of the utmost importance that there be a clear understanding 
concerning the new method of procedure. 

The work hitherto done by the Board of Education is largely 
in the interests of student aid and is vitally related not only to 
the welfare of these students but also to the best welfare of the 
educational institutions of the church. As an institution. Children's 
day has become well established and is to be maintained without 
interruption. The Discipline provides specifically that the proceeds 
of Children’s Day collection shall be applied to student aid. This 
provision remains in force. 

The Board orders the continuance of the Christian Student 
which will be sent to all contributors to the fund in amounts of 
$1.00 or over. - • 

There can be no question but that one purpose of the General 
Conference in effecting this consolidation was to secure a hear- 
ing of the public benevolences of the church before each congre- 
gation. The new Board in Cincinnati urgently requests that one 
Sunday be taken for the presentation of the claims of the work 
carried* on by the new organization. We therefore urgently re- 
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quest that a public presentation of these interests and collection be 
taken, one Sunday in each congregation. 

The observance of Lincoln Day has been "growing with increas- 
ing beneficial results; and Rally Day has become an interesting 
and profitable institution of the Sunday School, and the proceeds 
of the day being devoted to the work of Sunday Schools. We earnest- 
ly recommend that pastors everywhere will see to it that these 
days are observed as institutions of the church and Sunday school. 

We earnestly commend to our younger brethern entering the 
work of the. ministry our theological seminaries, viz: Drew, Boston 
School of Theology and Garrett Bibical Institute, as furnishing ex- 
cellent opportunities for a broad and thorough preparation for the 
work of the ministry. 

We commend the Woman’s College of Baltimore, and the 
Woman’s College of Jacksonville, Illinois, to patrons within our 
territory who desire for their daughters the privileges of such in- 
[I stitutions and recommend the following appointments as Confer- 

ence visitors to these institutions, viz: Woman’s College of Balti- 
more, Rev. I. B. Schreckengast; Woman’s College of Jacksonville, 
111., C. R. Zimmerman; Garrett Bibical Institute, Rev. J. E. Newsom 
for one year. Rev. W. H. Perdew for two years, we further recom- 
mend that the report of our Conference visitors to these institutions 
for the past year be made a part of this report. 

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Whereas, The doors of the world are all open for mission- 
ary enterprise, and there are many young men and women in the 
church waiting to enter them, and. 

Whereas, There are abundant means in the hands of God’s 
children to send them into the work: Therefore, 

Resolved, That we will redouble our diligence in our attempts 
by word of instruction, exhortation and the distribution of our lit- 
erature to increase the contributio'ns for this good cause. 

2. That a special collection should be taken for the Chinese 
Jubilee fund in every charge where it has not been already taken.

My Dear Bishop Cranston and Brothers of the Iowa Conference: 

This annual report begins as the last one closed — with a person- 
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al reference. When I represented myself in that report as enjoying 
the “best health I had known since I was a lad of thirteen.’ the state- 
ment was in good faith. But again I have been stricken. I have 
known the hospital, the surgeon’s knife, the loving attention and 
tender care of friends true and gracious; and again I certify in 
good faith the recovery of my health and strength and my con- 
fident belief that I am now entering upon an era of vigor and 
activity equal to the demands of any service the church may assign 
me. The 

SCHOOL YEAR 

came and went. With it came students, 114 of whom were in the 
college of liberal arts, 135 in the academy, and after making de- 
ductions for recounts, something over 100 more in other depart- 
ments, making a net total enrollment for the year of well nigh 400. 
The attendance was very full in the early weeks of the year and 
continued so until Commencement. Of the whole number of students 
registered a larger percentage was in attendance for the full nine 
months than I have before known in any of the fourteen years of 
my college service. The interest was excellent throughout; college 
spirit was wholesome and healthy, and reached its climax at com- 
mencement time. The members of the 

FACULTY. 

were promptly in their places at the opening of the year, and re- 
mained without exception to the close. This was true of instruc- 
tors and assistants as well as professors. Speaking of “assistants,” 
the oft repeated criticism that Iowa Wesleyan has too many tutors 
prompts me to repeat to you what has frequently been stated in 
various ways hitherto, that Wesleyan employs no student assistants 
in any of her college classes. For several years the only student 
assistants in regular employ have been in the Commercial depart- 
ment. Your Board of Trustees and Executive Committee have been 
careful to select college trained and university specialized men and 
women for these important places. Brothers, a careful study of this 
tutor question in other colleges justifies me in authorizing you to 
answer that criticism henceforth with the statement that few if any 
other colleges of the Middle West employ as little student instruc- 
tion as Iowa Wesleyan. 

Professors Seaver and Stephens, both on leave of absence for 
the past year, returned to their posts since Commencement. A sal- 
ary increase of $650 over the stipend that we were paying Professor 
Seaver has won him to the State University of North Dakota. Mor- 
ton E. Peck, college trained, well specialized in Biology and well ex- 
perienced, is his successor. He promises splendid things. Profes- 
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sor Stephens, fresh from the University of Wisconsin after a year 
of hard work, has already resumed his duties at Iowa Wesleyan 
and will be before his classes and among the students and faculty 
henceforth. Professor Willard, of the chair of English Literature, 
succumbed to nervous prostration at the opening of the second 
semester last year. She was given leave of absence until Commence- 
ment; and that leave of absence was extended for another year, 
with the hope and expection that she will be fully able to return to 
her post September one year hence. The position is to be ably sup- 
plied by Ella B. Waterbury, A. B., two years a graduate student 
of Iowa State. Miss Elizabeth Hopkins, instructor in Oratory and 
Physical Culture for the past two years, resigned her position with 
us and accepted a similar one with the State University of Iowa. 
Her position is supplied by Miss Ora Shrader, Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Oratory, University of Denver, and well known to many 
of us as a worthy and capable woman and scholar. Professor Eaton, 
who has been in continuous service for nine years was given leave of 
absence for the coming year to study at the University of Chicago; 
and Mr. Henry Munster of your body, a classical graduate of Iowa 
Wesleyan and a theological graduate of Boston University, is to 
supply ad interem. Professor H. L. Morgenson, the efficient head of 
our Commercial department for the past three years, resigned to go 
into business. The department is left in the care of the president, 
and most excellent and competent instruction has been provided for 
in Bookkeeping, Stenography and Typewriting. 

We had two preceptresses at Elizabeth Hershey Hall last year, 
and again we are to have a change. The heavy responsibilities of 
that trying position, coupled with the meager stipend and intensi- 
fied by the hyper-activity and sometimes nocturnal hilarity of the 
girls, make it exceedingly trying; but they are good girls, deserv- 
ing attentive care, and they will have it. Our preceptresses have 
been reasonably successful hitherto in the management of Elizabeth 
Hershey Hall, and I make no doubt they will continue so to be. 
Pending the election of a preceptress, Mrs. Julia Baldwin McKibben 
will be acting preceptress. 

The outlook for the student-body for next year is reported 
by them who have acquainted themselves with the situation as 
very encouraging. Elizabeth Hershey Hall is to be very full, and 
we are already being much perplexed to care for the daily increas- 
ing orders for room. None are turned away and in some manner 
all will be accommodated and comfortably. 

YOUR PROPERTY 

is being put into first rate repair. The lasting obligation of stud-^ 
ents, faculty and trustees belongs to you, your people, patrons and 
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friends for their generous response to our recent appeal for repairs. 
This movement orignated in the Board meeting of last October 
through the special ambition of Mr. E. T. Willits and Dr. U. M. 
Hibbets, whose generous subscription of $150 each begot an en- 
thusiasm in the Board which prompted the pledging of $1050 “on 
the spot,” providing $3,000 should be pledged by the first day of 
July, 1907. Because of my indisposition the final limit was ex- 
tended, by the subscribers, a month or until the first day of August, 
and when that day came the $3,000 had been pledged. Meantime 
the building committee, — Dr. Myers, Judge Withrow and Dr. Lymer, 
— had been getting estimates and bids, and the necessary repairs 
and improvements contemplated an expenditure, as nearly as they 
could estimate, of $3815.67. Additional appeals were sent forth, 
most of which were committed to the care of Uncle Sam’s mails, and 
by the 10th of August the repair fund pledge was increased to 
$4043. 

Not being able to travel much, indeed my physicians and Board 
having prescribed and legislated me out of service, I undertook the 
raising of this fund largely by correspondence. This was very ably 
supplemented by Dean Piersel, who secured a splendid total sub- 
scription of $598. Presiding elders and pastors co-operated and, 
as is always the case when the friends and patrons of Iowa Wesleyan 
set their heads and hearts to do a certain thing, the result came and 
the finish seemed easy. Latterly we have been spending the money 
that has been pledged, with the result that your beautiful campus 
has now nearly 1,000 square yards of first class cement walk; your 
science laboratories have been entirely refitted and renewed; the 
Chapel and Science Hall has been painted; the auditorium Is being 
ventilated and the frescoing cleaned. The Main Hall and Conser- 
vatory have been repaired, improved, cleansed, many of the rooms 
repapered and much of the woodwork repainted. The west end 
of the first fioor of the Main Hall, which was converted into a room 
for Howe’s Academy ten years ago, has been restored to its original 
form and usefulness. The Main Hall and Conservatory are having 
the finishing coat of paint In stone gray with white trimmings. 
The out buildings have been grouped, repaired, and are being paint- 
ed to correspond. Digging, grubbing, plowing, scraping, trimming, 
and grading have greatly enhanced the beauty of your campus; 
driveways have been constructed, making all buildings accessible 
to freight and express wagons, carriages, etc., without driving over 
the lawns. Twelve dozen new recitation chairs are being put in, 
and various and sundry other repairs and improvements made. The 
old place looks “good as new,’’ and is better than new. 

But I must tell you of “Harlan House.’’ Everybody who has 
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knowledge of Iowa Wesleyan’s campus is familiar with the out- 
lying residence of the late Senator Harlan, situated at the head 
of Main St. and the northeast corner of Iowa Wesleyan’s main camp- 
us. A correspondence, begun more than a year ago, resulting in a 
communication from Mrs. Robert T. Lincoln, daughter of the late 
Senator Harlan, in which she promised the university the property 
as a President’s home. This promise was made good last May when, 
after repapering, refitting, repainting, etc., she deeded the residence, 
including a scant acre of land, together with some 2,600 volumes of 
Senator Harlan’s library, many pieces of furniture which had been 
used by Senator Harlan and his household, a number of which 
are quaint, rare and valuable, to the university for a president’s 
home, with the understanding that the place shall be known as above 
designated, HARLAN HOUSE. The 

BONDED DEBT 

stands today at $11,400, $5,400 of the principal subscription to the 
debt having been collected and applied in payment since my last an- 
nual report, when the figures were $16,800. I had hoped to see this 
liability reduced to less than $10,000 by Conference. But for the 
exacting demands upon my time to raise the repair fund and super- 
intend the repairs, that hope had been realized. The

movement has not made the progress during the year that we had 
hoped. The early part of the year after the school was opened and 
organized I gave to collections on the debt, at the suggestion of 
the Board. February, March and the first twelve days of April 
were given almost solely to the endowment movement. A limited 
number of subscriptions of $1,000 and as many of $500 each, were 
taken. Some larger prospects were under cultivation with hopeful 
outlook when the hospital claimed me the second time, since which, 
notwithstanding I have given much thought and study to the endow- 
ment question, I have not been able to present it to probable sub- 
scribers. The primary need of every college is endowment. This 
is peculiarly true of Iowa Wesleyan with its limited territory of 
one-sixth of the state of Iowa, within whose bounds there are six 
competing colleges. 

This must be your next great movement. Conditions are ripen- 
ing for it. They have not been so hitherto. The increase of the 
educational collection, the emergency fund, the improvement fund 
have engrossed your attention and ours. These things are done; 
these funds are builded; these needs are provided for. May we not 
now give our attention in earnest to endowment? My outline at 
Sigourney three years ago called for an increase in our endowment 
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of more than a quarter of a million dollars. Some of us were 
startled; some said “impossible;” some said “Utopiam;” some said 
“castles in the air;” some said “wild dreaming.” That outline, seen 
in perspective, seems reasonable to me. We have the ability; our 
people have the money; philanthropy is the spirit of the age; 
colleges everywhere are clamoring for endowment and getting it. 
One united, long, strong pull, such as has brought us to victory in 
other movements, will bring us a quarter of a million dollars endow- 
ment. We need it; we ought to have it; we must have it. I write 
deliberately and with profound conviction and add; we will have it. 
God has yet a great mission for Iowa Wesleyan. The call of the 
world for men and women of the quality and type that she gives it is 
more Intense and farther-reaching than ever before. The Good 
Father would answer the call with larger gifts of better trained, 
qualified and equipped men and women. To meet the call of the 
world and justify the love of the Father we need this additional 
quarter of a million dollars and quickly. I contemplate it with a 
stronger faith, a clearer hope, a larger purpose and a more definite 
plan than any other fund that has been proposed for your college in 
my administration. It is your cause, and you will rally to it; you 
always do. Your people will catch the fires of the rallying cry, 
and presently the united heart of Iowa Wesleyan’s clientele will 
give a shout whose scarlet letters will spell the word Victory and 
under the crimson print will stand the golden achievement; a quarter 
of a million dollars increase in the endowment. After all, the task 
it not so difiicult. The past six years you have seen you lead your- 
people to the pledging of $100,000 for debt, $36,000 for emergencies, 
an average of $4,100 educational collection or a total of $24,600. 
Add to these the timely and worthy gifts of Mrs. Robert Lincoln, 
valued at $10,000 and the fund now being raised for a bath room at 
Harlan House, and you have a grand total of $175,000. Nobody has 
been hurt: the largest contributor, aside from Mrs. Lincoln, has 
given a little less than $2,500. Hundreds and even thoustnds have 
given less than $25. The quarter of a million Is possible and will 
be done. We must not forget 

ELECTIONS. 

The terms of office of trustee Carl S. Williams and John C. Wllllts 
expiring at this session of the Conference, the Board of Trustees at 
its annual session, June 11-12, 1907, re-elected them for the ensuing 
four years. The terms of office of J. C. Newsom and J. J. Fitzgerald 
expiring at this session of the Conference, the Alumni Association 
at its annual meeting, June 11, 1907, re-elected them for the en- 
suing year. John T. Brooks, having resigned the office of trustee, 
the Alumni Association, at its annual meeting, June 11, 
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1907, elected John F. Riggs to fill the vacancy which 
expires in 1909. It also re-elected J. W. Potter as Con- 
ference visitor for the ensuing three years. The terms of 
office of T. J. Myers, N. M. Harris and C. P. Axtell, Conference mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan University, expire 
at this session of the Conference. There is also a vacancy in the 
class of 1908, Mr. John Morrell of Ottumwa having declined to 
accept your election of a year ago, on account of impaired health. 
Bro. Morrell sends you his greetings and expresses his profound 
regret that he is not able to accept a service which would, under 
favorable circumstances, give him much pleasure. Mrs. Lavanda 
G. Murphy’s term as Conference visitor expires now also. 

The advantages of your educational apportionment for the 
past half-dozen years have been so satisfactory in their results that 
I recommend its continuance. 

Grateful for the spirit of co-operation and brotherly love that 
have been yours during our service together thus far, confident of 
your growing appreciation of your college and its usefulness to 
the Kingdom of Men and with faith and face set toward its future, 
I respectfully submit this, my seventh annual report.

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REV. JESSE CRAIG. 

Rev. Jesse Craig, of the Iowa Annual Conference, was born 
in Hanover, Columbiana Co., O., August 21, 1821, and died at 
Colorado Springs, Colo., May 7th, 1907, aged 86 years, 8 months 
and 13 days. He was converted at nineteen, and soon afterwards 
entered the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church. He 
was admitted on trial in the Pittsburg Conference in 1845, from 
which he past into Western Virginia Conference, by divisions, 
in 1848. He was admitted into full connection in 1847 and 
ordained a deacon; in 1849 he passed his final examination and 
was ordained an elder. He transferred to the Iowa Conference in 
1855, of which body he remained a member 52 years, or until 
his death. His appointments in Iowa were Eddyville circuit, 
Montezuma, Birmingham, Keosauqua, West Liberty (but that year 
he was removed to Talleyrand to fill a vacancy) Wapello, New 
London, Burlington circuit, Middletown, Agency City, Albia sta- 
tion, Knoxville station, Mt. Pleasant circuit. New London again, 
Batavia, West Point, Ainsworth, Bonapart, Lebanon, Pulaski, New- 
ton circuit and Pella. Thus this earnest man spent in the pastoral 
work in this conference 30 years, and in all he gave the church, 
in active service, 40 years of useful labor. In 1886 he super- 
annuated, in which relation he spent the residue of his life. He 
was an able preacher and a successful evangelist, and great re- 
vivals attended his ministry. He had a voice like a trumpet, 
and was in great favor at camp-meetings and other large gather- 
ings. He was married twice. His first wife was Miss Elmy Con- 
over, to whom he was united Feb. 28th, 1850. She passed 
to her reward Sept. 12th, 1861. His second wife, who survives 
him, was Miss Sarah E. Yocum. Besides his companion, Bro. 
Craig leaves seven children to cherish his memory. For several 
years he made his home at Colorado Springs, where he was held 
in high esteem, and where he was looked after with pains-tak- 
ing care, by his wife and his daughter Miss Jennie Craig. The 
funeral services were conducted at the home by Rev. C. B. 
Wilcox, and the body was taken to Garden City, Kan., and laid 
beside that of a beloved daughter. His wife and children sorrow 
not as those without hope, and are left the priceless heritage of 
a noble example. At the time of his death Father Craig was 
the third on the chronological roll of the Iowa Conference.

ELIZABETH WRIGHT EYESTONE. 

Elizabeth Wright, the youngest daughter of Christopher and 
Martha Wright was born near Keosauqua, Iowa, April 25, 1874, 
and lived her sweet helpful life in this world for almost thirty three 
years. When a child of eleven she was converted and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Center Chapel under the pastorate 
of Rev. W. N. Potter. In a few years she was teaching in the 
Sabbath school, and taking an active part in the Epworth League. 
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She took delight in the Lord’s work, and early developed the 
passion for service that distinguished her mature years. 

Elizabeth graduated from the Keosauqua High school in the 
class of 1893, and entered on the work of teaching. Her influence 
over her pupils was remarkable, and many are those who can point 
to her as the one who inspired them to higher ideals. 

With a desire to become a more eflficient worker, in 1900, 
Miss Wright resigned her position at Birmingham, where she was 
assistant principal, and entered the Chicago Training school for 
City, Home and Foreign Missions. So. well equipped was she by 
previous study, and a keen interest, that she completed the two 
years’ course in one year. In 1901, she was consecrated a deoconess 
by Bishop McDowell. Recognizing her ability, the faculty of the 
Training School retained her as a teacher the following year; 
then she went to a similar position in the New York Deaconess’ 
Training School; was unusually gifted as a public speaker possessing 
a fine command of language and a clear and forceful utterance. Her 
vacations were spent in presenting the subject of the Deaconess’ 
work to various congregations and conventions. 

On August 25, 1904, Elizabeth Wright was united in marriage 
to Rev. James Bruce Eyes tone of the Iowa Conference. They 
went at once to Boston where Mr. Eyestone was completing a 
course in the Boston School of Theology. Here they spent a happy 
and busy year, at the end of which they offered themselves to the 
Mission Board of foreign service. They were appointed to 

Foochow, China, to teach in the Anglo-Chinese College. They 
sailed from San Francisco September 27, 1904. That they were 
happy in their new work, the frequent letters attested, telling of 
their study of the difficult native tongue, and the progress made, 
and of the work they were able to do in English. Mrs Eyestone 
taught two classes the past year in English. 

In two or three letters received, there was mention made 
that she was not well, but in her usual hopeful way she did not 
dwell upon the fact. Then the lightning brought its benumbing 
message to her home, the brief word — “Elizabeth Wright Eye- 
stone, dies, operation, tumor.’’ About January first she began 
to be bothered with a painful lump in her side. She did not 
suffer greatly at first, but as time passed, and she grew no bet- 
ter, she was taken to the hospital where she could have better 
care and constant attention. But new complications arose which 
necessitated an operation as the only hope of life. A large tumor 
was found and removed after which she lived two days, leaving 
for the heavenly land, Wednesday morning, March 27, 1907. 

So brave, so hopeful, she would not even write to her dear 
ones much about herself thinking it would only cause them anxiety. 

So patient through her long sickness, so hopeful to the end, 
so cherry, not a word of complaint through eleven long weeks of 
suffering. 

Before she went to the operating table, she was hopeful and 
said to her husband that the verse that sustained her was Deut. 
,33:27. “The Eteranl God is thy refuge, and underneath are the 
everlasting arms’’. She also said “If anything should happen, send 
. to the dear ones at home lots of love, love, love.’’ 

The body was carried from the hospital to the large hallway 
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in Brother Main’s home where it remained while services were 
held in the large church near by, at 7 o’clock in the evening. 

Bishop Foss whom she loved so much gave the address. Mr. 
Gowdy (president of college) told her life and work in the college. 
Bro. Miner told her life and work in the Mission. Then Mr. Main 
(president of theological school) spoke in Chinese and told the 
Chinese how she loved them. The Chinese pastor offered prayer. 
Two hymns were sung, 979 and 988 in the old hymnal. And at 
eight o’clock the- body was taken to the little grave yard near 
by where Consul Gracey read the ritual service and her body 
was tenderly laid to rest. 

A memorial service was held in her old home church at 
Keosauqua May 9th, 1907 in charge of the pastor Rev. P. H. 
Hawk. Rev. A. V. Kedrick, Presiding elder of the Keokuk district 
preached the sermon from Deut 33:27. A large number of the 
ministers of the Iowa Conference were present as well as the 
pastors of the other churches in Keosauqua, several of whom 
took part in the services. 

“From the dust of the weary highway 
From the smart of sorrows’ rod 

Into the Royal Presence 

She Is bidden, a guest of God. 

The veil from her eyes is taken, 

Sweet mysteries she is shown; 

Her doubts and fears are over. 

For she knows as she is known. 

For her there should be rejoicing 
And festal array. 

As for the bride in her beauty 
Whom love hath taken away.’’ 



REBECCA DONALDSON. 

Rebecca (Laycock) Donaldson was born in Stark county, 
Ohio, December 22, 1832, and removed with her parents to Van 
Buren county, Iowa, in 1844. There, on the 24th of October, 1854, 
she was married to Rev. David Donaldson. That same fall her 
husband was admitted on trial in the Iowa Conference, which then 
embraced the whole state. He was appointed to a work within 
the present bounds of the Upper Iowa Conference, into which he 
fell, by division, in 1856, and from which he transferred to the 
Iowa Conference In 1865, in which he remained until his death In 
1872. Thus It appears that for eighteen years she met with the 
varied experiences of an itinerant’s wife. And in every relation 
she sustained she proved herself true. Converted early in life, she 
loved the church of her choice, sympathizing with her husband ful- 
ly In the work Intrusted to his hands, meeting cheerfully the pri- 
vations that In those pioneer days came to her lot, and assisting in 
every possible way in upbuilding the kingdom of Christ. Sociable 
in her disposition, kind in her Intercourse with those around her 
and ready to help where help was needed, she commended herself 
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to the friendship and love of the church and to the esteem and re- 
spect of the people generally in the communities where she was. 
Affectionate and thoughtful as a wife and mother, she met the de- 
scription of the worthy woman, as given by King Lemuel: “She 

looketh well to the ways of her household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. Her children rise up and call her blest; her 
husband also, and he praiseth her.” 

The death of Bro. Donaldson left her with four young chil- 
dren to care for, two having passed away in infancy, and it was 
necessary for her to make strenuous effort in order to their main- 
tenance and education. But she was equal to the emergency, first 
securing a home for the family in Salem, Iowa, where her husband 
died, and where she afterwards resided. And it indicated the con- 
fidence of the citizens and their respect for her, that to aid her in 
the support of the family, they secured for her the place of post- 
mistress in Salem, a post held by her for a number of years, the 
duties of which she performed with faithfulness and to general ac- 
ceptance. In the 35 years of her widowhood, while pressed with 
the cares of the home and the calls of her business life, she always 
found time to attend to her religious duties, and was faithful In 
attending the services of the church, assisting, as she was able, in 
its support. And of her it may be said that she held fast the pro- 
fession of her faith without wavering, even unto the end. The first 
of March of this year she removed, with a daughter, to the vicinity 
of Indianola, Iowa. There she contracted a cold, from which she 
rallied for awhile; but gradually her health gave way, and on the 
4th of June she exchanged earth for the glories of the heavenly 
world. 

She left four children, W. B. Donaldson, of Pierce, Neb.; S. 
P. Donaldson, of Salem, Iowa; and Mrs. Dr. Dilts and Miss Addie 
Donaldson, of Indianola, Iowa. And besides these, she had twelve 
grandchildren. She thus lacked six months and 18 days of round- 
ing out 75 years. It was a comfort to her, and a consolation to 
them, that all the children were with her at the last. 'Brief ser- 
vices were held at the home by Rev. G. W. L. Brown, the pastor. 
The remains were then conveyed to Salein, where the more formal 
services of the funeral were conducted by Revds. W. S. Kight and 
E. J. Starr, and the body was laid away in the Salem cemetery, be- 
side that of her departed companion E. H. W.

STUMPF. 

Miss Susanna Stumpf, a representative of Des Moines Branch 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, died at Jabalpur, India, Jan- 
uary 26, 1907. She was born on a small farm near Chillicothe, la., 
in October, 1871. At the age of nine years she was thrown upon 
her own resources for support. The temptations she met and con- 
quered as she grew to womanhood were more than ordinary; a 
weaker nature might have failed, but her spirit and detemination 
pressed on to something better. Her presiding elder says: “Her 

struggle from nine years up to womanhood and on to the mission 
field ought to stir the most sluggish blood with inspiration.” In 
the spring of 1891 she found the ‘Pearl of Great Price.’ She at- 
tributed her conversion to the direct leading of the Holy Spirit; 
for no environment or individual infiuenced her to take the step. 
At Main Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Ottumwa, la., she was 
verted during a revival service, conducted by the pastor. Rev. W. 
N. Groome, to which she had come as a stranger, impelled by the 
Holy Spirit, just in time to hear the pastor’s invitation to the altar. 

, She said she could not trust herself to take a seat but went di- 
rectly down the aisle to the altar and gave her heart to God. She 
was ‘saved for service,’ and, identifying herself with the Church, 
immediately took an active interest in all departments of its work, 
proving herself a capable and efficient worker, and awakening 
others to activity. In 1896, at a Conference session she heard Mrs. 
Martha Day Abbott tell of the needs of India, and she felt a def- 
inite call of God to the foreign field and began to prepare herself 
for it. She entered the Chicago Training School in 1899, gradu- 
ating two years later. In the summer of 1902 she became a mis- 
sionary of the Des Moines Branch Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, and was appointed to work in Calcutta, India, which field 
she reached February 24, 1903. In 1904 she was appointed to the 
Anglo-Indian Girls’ Orphanage, and the Hindustani Women’s work, 
and distinguished herself by her devotion and faithfulness in both 
these appointements. She reached her new home in Jagdalpur in 
February, 1906, and for ten months had the joy of serving where 
she so longed to go.” In December, 1906, Miss Stumpf left Jag- 
dalpur to attend the Jubilee at Bareilly, and to visit in Calcutta 
before Conference at Jabalpur. She was somewhat indisposed when 
she left Calcutta on the evening of January 21, 1907, and was ser- 
iously ill when she reached her destination the following evening. 
She was now among the missionaries of Des Moines Branch, gather- 
ed for Conference, and, notwithstanding all effort of physicians 
and friends, she steadily grew worse until the evening of January 
26, 1907, when her spirit took its fiight. Lcving hands laid the 
body to rest in a beautiful spot in the English cemetery at Jabal- 
pur, “until the daybraek and the shadows flee away.” She gave 
her time and strength unselfishly for others, with the spirit of the 
Master. “Of the influence of such a life, who shall speak?” Limit- 
less for all that is good and true. C. 
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THOMAS B. OWEN. 

Rev. Thomas Buckley Owen was born in English township, 
Iowa county, Iowa, April 17th, 1867, and died in South China, May 
22nd, 1907. He was the son of Hon. Abraham Owen, who died in 
Marengo, Iowa, April 4th, 1907. 

His earlier education was obtained in his home district, supple- 
mented by several terms in the Hight School at Millersburg. In 
1891, he united with the M. E. church. He attended the I. W. 
U. at Mt. Pleasant for some time. In 1993 he joined the Iowa Con- 
ference being stationed at Tiffin in Johnson county, where he re- 
mained till 1895, in the fall of which year he was appointed a 
Missionary by the Missionary Board of the M. E. church and as- 
signed to the South China work, where he remained till the fall 
of 1902, when he was granted a leave of absence for one year to 
visit the old home. He returned to China in the autumn of 1903. 

At the time of his death he was presiding elder of the Dua 
Cheng district of the Hingua Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in South China. 

Bro. Owen was held in highest respect by all with whom he 
came in touch. He was quiet, unassuming and without ostentation 
in every field of labor in which he engaged, but in the performance 
of his duty as he saw it, he was unwavering. He was of a kind 
nature, his sympathies were as tender as a woman’s. The natural 
result of his mental character made him a devoted martyr to his 
faith. Those who knew him intimately loved him. 

Dying at the age of 40 years just as his labors had begun to* 
bear rich fruit, none but the Almighty Father knows or can know 
all that Tom Owen has accomplished for the world by his devoted 
service to the missionary cause in China. But this we do know, 
that he ever did his best, . . faithfully and conscientiously and with 
an unwavering trust, leaving the results to God. A noble, heroic, 
faithful, Christian soldier has fallen.

JAMES A. ROOVAART. 

In the death of James A. Roovaart, which occurred at Whittier, Cali- 
fornia, January 3, 1907, the Conference sustained a great loss. Brother 
Roovaart came of sturdy Dutch stock. Born and reared upon a farm, 
he early learned the lesson of industry and frugality. When a child he was 
; converted and soon after expressed the conviction that he ought to enter 

! the ministry. Although reared in the Dutch Reformed Church, at the first 

I opportunity he united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, as conform- 

■ ing most nearly to his thought of what should be represented in church 

polity. After completing the course in public schools he marticulated at 
Penn College, and completed the classical course in 1901, winning several 
! honors for scholarship while there. In his college course he was noted for 

his sterling Christian manhood and won for himself the love and respect of 
1 those associated with him. He was received into the Iowa Conference at 

its session at Newton in 1901. His work was as follows: Oskaloosa Cir- 
euit, 1901; Ewart, 1902; Thornburg, 1904. At the Conference at Grinnell 
I in 1906, he was forced, on account of failing health, to take a supernum- 

erary relation. In April, 1903, he was married to Miss Beatrice Johnson, 
a grand-daughter of one of the pioneer Methodist preachers of Michigan. 
To this union was born one child — Gerald — who with his mother survive 
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him. Immediately after theConference session of ’06 he went to California 
in the hope that he might improve in health. But it was too late. Pulmin- 
ory complications had gone too far and the disease soon run its course. 
He died in full assurance of a blessed immortality. With his wife and 
child at his side, he peacefully slipped away leaving this testimony, “It is 
well. You can meet me in heaven.” Although his service was of short 
duration he lived that kind of a life that left behind him the impression 
that he walked with God. *,*

Resolved, That we extend to Grace church of this city our 
hearty thanks for the kindness we have received from them in 
opening to our conference their church. 

Resolved, That we endorse the resolutions of the General 
Conference of 1904 upon Temperance, and the Prohibition of the 
liquor traflBc, and urge upon the laymen of the church the necessity 
of active, aggressive work in assisting in dealing “The Liquor 
Traffic the sin of all villianies” its death ‘jlow, in the state of Iowa. 

Resolved, That we endorse the action of the “Anti Saloon 
League” in the state of Iowa in the matter of law enforcement and 
endorse their action as an effective means in the eradication of the 
saloon and its attendant evils in the State of Iowa. 

Whereas: All our churches are demanding a ministry called 

of God, approved of men, and especially qualified by natural gifts 
and thorough training to successfully carry forward the work of 
the church. For such services adequate support must be provided; 
sufficient to keep in comfort, and educate their families, andprovide 
for old age. 

The average salary paid in this Conference is much below this 
standard, and is much less than that paid to professional men or 
to mechanics who have made special preparation for their work. 

We therefore appeal to our churches and the official boards 
throughout the Conference to make more liberal provision for their 
pastors. 

Education: The educational interests in our Conference for a 
generation past have been difficult and perplexing from a financial 
standpoint, but we note with pleasure that in recent years in- 
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creased contributions to a gratifying amount have been given to 
Iowa Wesleyan University, for debt paying and endowment purposes. 

j- The splendid business methods adopted in securing these gifts 

and in conducting the affairs of the school has restored confidence 
in a large measure and created a spirit of ’oyalty among the Lay- 
men. We believe that the commercial conditions are such that a 
speedy and complete solution of the financial problem can be obtain- 
ed and to this end pledge our earnst support and co-operation to 
the Board of Trustees and to President Hancher. 

The annual contributions by the Iowa Conference for all pur- 
poses namely. Ministerial suport, church and parsonage building 
and repairs, Sunday Schools and benevolences, etc., reaches the 
princely sum of nearly $300,000.00. Less than 2 per cent, of this 
sum is given to the educational collection. We appeal to every pas- 
tor and official board in the Conference for united and earnest effort 
to advance our educational collection, so that the revenue to Iowa 
j Wesleyan shall not be less than $8000 annually. No other interest 

is more worthy or important. 

j Whereas: In the development of oui country and of Method- 

ism, the central West has become the center of the battle line for 
! Methodism. In the Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri river valleys, 

I in the country lying between these rivers, resides more than one-half 

I of the American Methodists. 

Their contributions to missions foi 1906 was $896,000. We 
believe that in this section of the country should be located the 
Head-Quarters of our Home Mission and Church Extension Board. 

We therefore urge upon our General Conference Delegates elect 
to use their infiuence to secure the location of the General offices of 
the above society at Kansas City, Mo. 

Motion was carried that we proceed to elect four delegates to 
the General Conference, that we dispose with all nominating speeches, 
that we nominate by informal ballot, that each delegate vote for 
four laymen, that we proceed to the election under the following 
regulations: 

1. The election shall be by ballot and it shall require a ma- 
jority of all the ballots cast to constitute an election. 

2. Each ballot shall contain as many names as there are dele- 

I gates to be elected. Any ballot which does not conform to this rule 

shall not be counted. 

3. The president shall appoint five tellers, one from each dis- 
trict, who shall receive and count the ballots cast. 

\ ‘ 4. Upon the call of the president, all members of the confer- 

i ence entitled to vote shall rise. The tellers shall proceed to collect 
the ballots, commencing at the front. As soon as their ballots are 
I cast, the brethern shall be seated. 

I 5 No one will be allowed to vote who is not within the bar of 

I the conference when the ballot is taken. 

I 6. When all have voted, the tellers shaH retire and count the 
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ballots, and shall report the result directly to the Conference through 
the president. No one shall be allowed to be present when the ballots 
are being counted except the tellers and the secretary detailed for 
that purpose. 

7. Should the announcement of any ballot show that the elec- 
tion is not completed, the Conference shall not adjourn until another 
ballot shall have been taken. 

8. In event the Conference shall adjourn before the tellers re- 
port the ballot, they shall not disclose the result to anyone until 
the report is presented to the president upon the re-assembling of 
the Conference. 

9. There shall be two reserve delegates selected in the same 
manner and under the same ruls as the principals. 

10. No teller shall be permitted to electioneer for anyone while 
he is doing the work of a teller.
